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PLANS to convert an historic 
factory site in Haverhill into 
shops, leisure facilities and 
homes has been given the go- 
ahead - as long as the listed 
buildings are preserved. 

Members of St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council's cabinet agreed 
yesterday to approve the develop¬ 
ment brief proposed for Chauntry 
Mills. 

The masterplan to provide a mixture of 
housing, retail and leisure uses for the 
three-acre Gurteen’s factory site had 
already been approved by the Haverhill 
Area Working Party as its meeting last 
Thursday 

The development brief put forward by 
Bidwells Planning Consultants was 
amended to reflect the committee’s view 
that housing should not be the dominant 
feature of re-development. 

It was accepted that some of the 
buildings are of greater value than others 
and that some demolition and re-develop¬ 
ment could be justified as the most 
appropriate and realistic way to preserve 
buildings of interest. 

The report said: “Redevelopment of the 
site has an important role to play in the 
regeneration of Haverhill and the town 
centre in particular. 
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“The vision document 
sets out how Haverhill 
should improve over the 
next 15 years, envisaging a 
town centre which is more 
diverse, attractive, vibrant 
and accessible and which 
provides a strong eco¬ 
nomic hub for Haverhill. 

“The Gurteens factory 
site is seen as an opp¬ 
ortunity for potential 
development which can 
bring major benefits to the 
town’s regeneration aims 
with a viable and sust¬ 
ainable form of develop¬ 
ment. 

“Any development on 
the site should be design¬ 
ed to achieve important 
objectives and aims of 
town centre regeneration 
whilst protecting the 
historic environment.” 

Chauntry Mills is in¬ 
cluded on the list of build¬ 
ings of special architect¬ 
ural interest as Grade II 
listed and is sited within 
the Queen Street Conser¬ 
vation Area. 

The factories on the site 
date back to the 19th cent¬ 
ury and operated as a 
manufacturing plant until 
1996. 




Great report for

She said: “We are delighted with the 
Ofsted findings and I would like to thank 
all those who have contributed to our 
success, especially all of the staff, who 
deserve recognition for their hard work, 
dedication and enthusiasm.”

“You should not have to think that you 
cannot go out on your own, but this 
does make you think about whether you 
can. I have always felt Haverhill was a 
safe place to be, but this does make you 
wonder.”

Anger over hike 
in scooter fees 


COUNCILLORS have lash¬ 
ed out over the increased 
cost for shoppers hiring 
mobility scooters, arguing 
that many neighbouring 
towns provide them free of 
charge. 

Haverhill Town Council has 
written to Geoff Rivers, chief 
executive of St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council, after it con¬ 
demned the “disgusting” 50 per 
cent hike in Shopmobility char¬ 
ges in Haverhill, from £1 to £1.50. 

Town clerk Gordon Mussett’s 
letter to Mr Rivers said: “This is 
seen as a tax on disability and, 
more importantly, contrasts 
poorly with our neighbouring 
towns - in Cambridge there is no 
charge, and in Bury St Edmunds, 
while the charge is the same, the 
service is available on Saturdays 
and Sundays. 

“The total income from this 
hike in charges is minor in the 
grand scheme of things, less than 
£300 per annum, and perhaps 
one which St Edmundsbury 
could absorb. 

“Perhaps the charges could be 
reviewed downwards.” 

Mr Rivers acknowledged there 
had been complaints about the 
hike but said the decision to 
increase the charge - the first in 
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four years - was taken as part of 
the annual fees and charges 
review. To bring them in line with 
other areas it was agreed that this 
increase was “justifiable”. 

He said: “The total cost of run¬ 
ning the service in Haverhill is 
£8,300. This includes an amount 
of £4,500, which is paid to Haver¬ 
hill Association of Voluntary Org¬ 
anisations and Three Counties 
Transport to operate the scheme 
and, this year, they have put their 
charges up by £500. 

“The service in Haverhill only 
generates approximately £350 
income during the year and has, 
approximately, 40 members. 

“Cambridge Shopmobility 
does not charge but there is evi¬ 
dence that more and more 
schemes are now starting to 
charge. In contrast, Bury’s service 
is run by the tourist information 
centre staff which has absorbed 
the service into their normal 
duties. 

“Bury has over 400 members 
and generates over £3,000 in¬ 
come which is a much higher 
amount. I would be very con¬ 
cerned if we charged for Bury 
only and not Haverhill. The 


whole idea is to get members to 
join the scheme and then use 
both towns to shop. 

“The feedback from Bury is 
that members are happy to pay 
the extra 50p and do value the 
service.” 

He added: “Personally, I would 
not reduce the fees at present, 
and certainly not waiver them, as 
I feel within the next few years 
the schemes, which still remain

Loose gravel was 
left as a hazard’

A PEDESTRIAN struck in 
the chest by a stone thrown 
up by a passing bus has 
criticised workmen who 
left gravel lying on the road 
surface without any warn¬ 
ing signs. 

Chris Cullum was walking 
along Shetland Road, in Haver¬ 
hill, last Friday when he was hit 
by the stone, which he said could 
have hit his face and caused 
serious injury. 

He said: “It could have been my 
face, or my eye. They had taken 
off the surface ready to fill in 
some of the potholes. 

“They worked until 1.30pm 
and put up a few cones and road¬ 
works signs, then went. They left 
it in a terrible mess, with gravel 
and rubbish everywhere and no 
signs to warn people about loose 
chippings. 

“Why not leave it to start on 
Monday, rather than leave it like 
that all weekend? I work in con¬ 


struction and we would not get 
away with leaving it like that. 

“We pay them a lot of money 
and it is just not good enough. It 
took me 10 minutes to get 
through and they said they would 
phone me back, but no one did.” 

A spokesman for Suffolk 
County Council said a note was 
received by the highways depart¬ 


ment from its customer services 
team about the complaint late 
Friday afternoon. 

Mr Cullum was contacted on 
Monday morning to say that his 
complaint was being looked into 
and the work was due to be 
completed by Tuesday. 

The spokesman said: “The 
work on Friday was to break out 


the damaged areas in readiness 
for their permanent repair on 
Monday. We will obviously look 
into the issues raised by Mr 
Cullum.” 

Guy Smith, assistant area 
highways manager for Suffolk 
County Council, thanked Mr 
Cullum for highlighting the 
problem. 

He said: “Unfortunately, we 
cannot be everywhere at all times 
and, therefore, some sites will not 
receive day-to-day supervision. I 
am pleased to hear there were no 
real injuries suffered as a result of 
this work, but equally understand 
this could have led to a serious 
injury. 

“When this came to our 
attention, we immediately spoke 
to the contractor and instructed 
them to barrier off the work, prior 
to completing the permanent 
repair. 

“I have since spoken with the 
area works manager to re-iterate 
the importance of putting up 
barriers when works are left 
‘open’ to traffic. I have been given 
assurances that practices like this 
will not re-occur.”

Man to pay 
teen victim 
after assault 


A VOLUNTARY worker at a residential home 
for the elderly has been ordered to pay £100 
compensation to a 14-year-old boy he 
assaulted. 

Stanley Paddington, 55, had denied the 
assault, which took place while the teenager 
was visiting his great-grandmother at the 
Swallows Residential Home at Helions 
Bumpstead Road, Haverhill, last October, at 
an earlier hearing. 

But he was found guilty after a trial and 
appeared at Bury Magistrates’ Court last 
Thursday for sentencing. 

Magistrates were told at the earlier hear¬ 
ing that Paddington, of Bramford Lane, 
Ipswich, had pushed the teenager up against 
the wall with his stomach after an argument 
developed. Paddington had denied that the 
incident took place. 

Magistrates ordered Paddington to 
complete 80 hours of unpaid community 
work, to pay £100 compensation to the 
victim and to pay £400 costs. 

Diane Allum, chairman of the magistrates, 
said the aggravating feature of the offences 
was that Paddington had been in a position 
of trust when he assaulted the boy. 

A spokesman for the Swallows said 
Paddington no longer worked there.

‘Slow down 
and help 
save lives’ 


POLICE are targeting 
speeding motorists in a 
week-long campaign. 

Extra checks are being 
carried out by Suffolk police 
in support of a campaign by 
TISPOL, the European Traffic 
Police Network. 

The campaign started on 
Monday and continues until 
Sunday. 

The county’s police said 
that speeding was a factor in 
half the 42 road deaths last 
year. 

Chief Inspector Adrian 
Dawson, head of the county’s 
roads policing unit, said: 
“Tackling speeding is, of 
course, a priority throughout 
the year because excessive 
speed is so dangerous. 

“However, campaigns such 
as this give us an opportunity 
to reinforce the message that 
speed kills.

speeding is a contributory 
factor in a large number of 
road traffic collisions and 
that by sticking to the legal 
speed limits, unnecessary 
deaths can be prevented. 

“Excessive speed affects 
the ability of a driver to react 
and avoid collisions. 

“When driving, you can be 
met by something 
unexpected at any moment 
and while a collision may be 
unavoidable, you can greatly 
reduce the chances of doing 
serious harm if you are 
travelling at the speed limit 
designated for the road you’re 
travelling on. 

“It’s a minority of drivers 
who feel they are above the 
law that place the majority of 
the public at risk - and it’s 
these motorists we will be 
targeting.”

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Incredible gift from mum 
gives Carly her life back 


S ITTING side by 
side on the 
sofa, laughing 
as they flick through 
old family photos, 
Carly Loveday and 
her mum couldn't 
look happier. 

To see them, all smiles 
and glowing with health, 
it’s hard to believe that, 
just eight weeks ago, 
both went under the 
knife - for a transplant 
operation that saved 
Carly’s life. 

The 31-year-old’s 
kidneys were failing, so 
her mum, Myra 
Stevenson, volunteered 
to become a living 
donor. She gave her 
eldest daughter a new 
kidney - and with it a 
new lease of life. 

“I can’t thank my mum 
enough,” says Carly. “She 
was really scared but she 
didn’t once hesitate: I 
asked her loads of times 
if she was sure she 
wanted to go through 
with it and she always 
said ‘Yes’, no question. I 
am incredibly grateful. 
I’m still recovering from 
the operation and I’m on 
quite a lot of medication, 
but already I feel so 
much better; I feel like 
myself again.”

IgA nephropathy back in 
2005. The first sign of 
renal problems had 
shown in her early 20s, 
when a routine urine test 
showed abnormally high 
levels of protein. Given 
yearly check-ups from 
then on, Carly, who 
comes from Kedington, 
was then discovered to 
have high blood 
pressure; in the winter of 
2005, doctors decided to 
run more tests, including 
a kidney biopsy, and the 
nephropathy was 
identified. 

“At the time I didn’t 
worry too much about 
it,” says Carly. “I think it’s 
really important to stay 
positive and I’ve tried to 
be positive from day one. 
The doctors explained all 
about the condition and 
told me my kidneys 
might fail one day: some 
people go into kidney 
failure, like I did, but 
others can be controlled 
with medication.” 

IgA nephropathy 
occurs when IgA - a 
protein that helps the 
body fight infections - 
settles in the kidneys. 
After many years, the IgA 
deposits can cause the 
kidneys to leak blood 


and sometimes protein 
in the urine. After 10 to 
20 years with IgA 
nephropathy, the 
kidneys may show signs 
of damage. About 25 per 
cent of adults with the 
condition develop total 
kidney failure; at that 
stage, dialysis or a 
transplant are the only 
options. 

“I was stable for about 
two years,” explains 
Carly. “And then I did 
start to deteriorate, in 
the September of 2007 - 
which happened to 
coincide with my 
wedding.” 

On immuno¬ 
suppressant medication, 
designed to lessen the 
IgA deposits building up 
in her kidneys, Carly 
contracted food 
poisoning. It hit her 
really hard: struggling to 
keep down food and 
drink, she became 
exhausted. 

“For two to three 
weeks before the 
wedding I was off work,” 
recounts Carly, who 
works at Computerlinks 
in Newmarket. “I felt 
incredibly tired; there 
was a point in the last 
week when I thought: 
‘Am I actually going to 
walk down the aisle on 
Saturday? 

“In fact the day itself 
was wonderful - but, by 


about 6pm, I was in need 
of a lie-down.” 

Carly was too ill to go 
on the honeymoon she 
and husband Chris had 
planned, a trip to Sicily. 
Instead, the couple had a 
short break in the Lake 
District. And, soon after 
they returned, Carly’s 
health took an even 
deeper dive. 

Says Myra, who lives in 
the same village: “She 
called me at 3am one 
morning, saying she 
needed to get to 
hospital. Chris was away 
on business and she was 
feeling really poorly. It 
was the worst night of 
my life, to be honest.” 

Because of the food 
poisoning, which she 
just couldn’t shake off, 
Carly had become 
dangerously dehydrated. 
Her kidneys, which had 
been stable up to that 
point, started to spiral 
into total failure; by the 
time Carly was admitted 
to hospital, her kidney 
function had plummeted 
to between one and two 
per cent. 

“Up until then, she’d 
never really looked ill,” 
continues Myra, who has 
three younger children 
too - twin girls and a boy 
- and four 

grandchildren. “But she 
ended up having to stay 
in hospital for 10 days.”

That’s when doctors at 
Addenbrooke’s broke the 
news: Carly needed a 
transplant. Both Chris 
and Myra put themselves 
forward to be living 
donors; after the initial 
tests, Myra was deemed a 
better match. 

“I never had any 
doubts,” says Myra. “It 
was scary though. My 
biggest fear was that 
they’d find something 
wrong and say they 
couldn’t do the operation 
... I had so many tests: 
blood typing, tissue 
typing, a kidney biopsy, 
kidney function tests .. 

Put on dialysis, Carly’s 
kidneys actually 
recovered. After a 
month’s treatment, she 
was stable again - so 
plans for the transplant 
were put on hold. 

Again all was well until, 
last summer, she started 
to feel increasingly weary. 
“I just didn’t feel myself,” 
Carly remembers, patting 
Henry, her chocolate 
Labrador, who’s lying at 
her feet. “I’d get 
something little, like a bit 
of a cold, and it would 
make me feel much 
worse than I’d normally 
expect, really tired.” 

Tests showed her 
kidneys were definitely 
going to fail - so final 
tests were run on Myra 
and then, in February of 
this year, the transplant 
went ahead. 

Carly was filmed by the 
BBC before the operation 
and in the recovery room; 
keen to raise the profile 
of organ donation, she 
says she was more than 


happy to do her bit to 
publicise the issue - and 
also to give something 
back to the team at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 

“The NHS often gets a 
really hard time in the 
press,” says Carly “But I 
can’t speak highly 
enough of everyone 
who’s looked after me: 
they’ve been amazing.” 

Coming round from 
the anaesthetic, Carly 
says her first question 
was: “‘How’s my mum?’, 
shortly followed by: ‘Has 
it worked?’ and: ‘Can I 
see my husband?’.” 

Success rates for 
kidney transplants are 
high and still rising, so 
Carly says she felt 
confident the surgery 
would be a success. But 
there was still a risk her 
body would reject the 
donated organ - and 
she’d be back in kidney 
failure. 

“We all knew there was 
a chance it might not 
work and yes, that 
thought was at the back 
of my mind,” she says. 
“But I didn’t focus on it: 
like I said, I’ve always 
been really positive.” 

Prescribed anti¬ 
rejection drugs, Carly 
says her new kidney is 
settling in well. But she 
admits it is taking a bit of 
time to recover from the 
op - major surgery for 
her and her mum. 

“Mum’s amazing, she 
was up and about the 
next day,” says Carly “But 
we both found it quite 
painful. I’m a real wimp 
though, when it comes to 
pain -1 haven’t even had 


my ears pierced, because 
I’m too afraid it’ll hurt.” 

As well as taking the 
vital anti-rejection tablets 
every day, Carly has to 
wear sun block on a daily 
basis too. 

“Because I’m immuno- 
suppressed I’m at higher 
risk of developing certain 
cancers long term, one of 
which is skin cancer,” she 
explains. “But it’s just 
part of my routine now.” 

Carly says her 
transplanted kidney 
should function for up to 
10 years, at which point 
she may need a second 
donor organ. “Things are 
progressing all the time, 
though,” she adds. “Who 
knows what they’ll be 
able to do by then?” 

Still having weekly 
check-ups at 
Addenbrooke’s, Carly 
says she’s feeling better 
by the day - and is 
focusing on the future. 

“My employers have 
been brilliant, so that’s 
been one less thing to 
worry about,” she says, 
“and I’m really looking 
forward to going back to 
work. That’s the next 
step.” 

And then, as soon as 
they can, she and Chris 
hope to start a family of 
their own. The couple 
have known each other 
since they were nine; 
they met at school. 

“You’re not allowed to 
start trying to get 
pregnant until a year 
after transplant,” adds 
Carly, “but then we do 
want to start a family. 

And that’s a really 
exciting thought.” 


■ The Addenbrooke’s transplant team 
is currently fundraising for new 
equipment - and Carly is giving them 
her support. “The unit has recently 
been doing some fundraising for a 
new ultrasound machine,” she 
explains. 

“They held a Strictly Transplant 
dancing competition in February 
which was brilliant - but they still 
need donations.” Donations can be 
sent to Box 210, Transplant Unit, 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital, Cambridge; 
cheques should be made payable to 
Transplant Unit, Addenbrooke’s.

PONDER life, death, 
determinism and all the big 
questions with the Black Ram 
Theatre Company when they 
present their own version of Tom 
Stoppard's postmodern 
character play, Rosencrantz and 
Guildenstem are Dead. 

Set in the ruined gothic 
wreckage of a proscenium 
theatre, in a world of constant 
duality, mirror images and 
echoes, the play exposes a 
thoughtful comic flip-side to 
Hamlet, (who here plays just a 
minor role) as narrated by two 
of the great tragedy’s cruelly 
overlooked and lesser-most 
characters.

Life on the bottom rung 
with Pinter’s Caretaker 


LONDON Classic Theatre 
Productions brings Harold 
Pinter’s study of loneliness and 
power games, The Caretaker, 
to Haverhill Arts Centre 
tomorrow. 

In this steadily-paced play of trust 
and human interaction, an aging 
down-and-out is given shelter by a 
kindly but vulnerable stranger. 

First performed in 1960, The 
Caretaker was the first of Pinter’s 
plays to be met with great commercial 
success. First performed in the Arts 
Theatre, London, it transferred to the 
Duchess Theatre after a month and 
clocked-up a run of 444 
performances. 

Through The Caretaker, Pinter 
explores the hopeless world of people 
on life’s bottom rung, struggling to 
make ends meet and occupying an 
unromantic, urban world of grit and 
grime. 

After swiftly making himself at 
home in the junk-filled room he’s 
brought to, Davies realises there is 
more to contend with than the 
withdrawn, sensitive Aston when 
Aston’s dangerous brother Mick 
arrives, and things are no longer what 
they seem. 

Much of The Caretaker is said to 
originate from Pinter’s own 
observations and experiences while 
living in a tiny flat in Chiswick with his 
first wife, where the owner’s brother 
once brought back a homeless man to 
stay. 

The play also provides an unusual 
way of experiencing language on 
stage, where characters are given

unpolished dialogue, spoken roughly 
and often in unfinished sentences. 

This simple plot of ordinary 
characters is peppered with sadness 
and humour as well as a simmering 
sense of danger.

ROMANCE is dead and the lead 
characters of Shawn Levy’s hysterical 
action comedy may be too before the 
end credits roll. 

Date Night centres on a loving, 
married couple who have lost the 
spark in their relationship. 

The spouses’ efforts to reinvigorate 
the marriage take a turn for the surreal 
as screenwriter Josh Klausner propels 
these unassuming suburbanites on a 
series of crazy misadventures. 

Steve Carell and Tina Fey are perfectly 
cast as the parents trapped in a state 
of bland indifference, who just need 
several brushes with death to remind 
them what is important. 

So much of our enjoyment comes 
from the sizzling rapport between the 
leads. 

“Everything you’re doing, I’m doing in 
heels,” Fey’s wife reminds her 
husband as the fugitive couple go on 
the run and call in favours to stay one 
step ahead of the bad guys. 

Phil Foster (Carell) and his wife Claire 
(Fey) live in New Jersey with their 
children, who negate the need for an 
alarm clock by pile driving their 
parents’ heads before 5am. 



Every week, the Fosters hire a 
babysitter so they can go through the 
ritual of date night - sitting at the same 
table in the same restaurant ordering 
the same food, all under the guise of 
spending quality time together. 

Phil and Claire attempt to spice up 
date night by having dinner at the most 
exclusive new restaurant in 
Manhattan. 

The Fosters arrive without a 
reservation and when another couple 
fails to turn up, Phil and Claire cheekily 
pretend to be the elusive Tripplehorns 
and take the vacant table. 

Towards the end of the meal, heavies 
Armstrong (Simpson) and Collins 
(Common) take Phil and Claire into an 
alleyway and demand the return of a 


flash drive which the real Tripplehorns 
have stolen. The Fosters’ innocent 
pleas fall on deaf ears and the married 
couple become embroiled in a life or 
death race around the city involving a 
violent gangster (Liotta), a disgraced 
mayor (Fichtner), a plucky female cop 
(Henson) and a hunky surveillance 
expert (Wahlberg). 

Date Night has huge fun at the 
expense of unlikely action heroes. 
Their characters’ efforts to escape an 
early grave are comically inept, 
including a getaway in quite possibly 
the world’s slowest motor boat. 

Levy maintains a jaunty pace and 
offsets the lunacy with moments of 
heartfelt emotion to ensure this is a 
date night to remember.

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Sizzling summer ahead 
with colourful baskets 


I t’s almost time to 
dust off the patio 
furniture, spruce up 
those outdoor pots and 
get ahead with your 
hanging baskets to give 
you a riot of colour this 
summer. 

If you have enough space 
in a frost-free greenhouse or 
a porch to house your 
hanging baskets until all 
danger of frost has passed, 
you can plant them now to 
encourage more mature 
plants earlier on in the 
season, giving you a much- 
needed burst of colour 
against your outside walls 
and fences. 

If you plant your baskets 
now when plants are 
smaller, it makes the job less 
fiddly as you can tease 
young plants through the 
sides of the basket linings 
more easily. 

On fine days, the young 
plants can be put outside to 
harden off, but make sure 
you bring them under cover 
at night to protect them 
from frost.

include petunias, verbena, 
bacopa, diascia, lobelia, 
trailing fuchsia and 
geranium, but if you don’t 
want the effect to be too 
overpowering, select a few 
foliage plants such as red¬ 
leaved coleus or silvery 
festuca to act as foils. 

Some gardeners go for 
sizzling combinations, 
planting clashing colours of 
reds and oranges together to 
bring the wow factor to 
bright, sunny spots, while 
others prefer cool blue and 
white pairings to create a 
sense of calm in shadier 
areas. 

The choice of styles and 
textures of baskets and 
linings can be 
overwhelming. 

There are some with solid 


sides, which are 
straightforward to plant up, 
or open mesh varieties 
which benefit from 
plantings at the sides as well 
as in the top. 

Those who are short of 
time may have to go for 
easy-care solutions such as 
baskets of trailing 
pelargoniums, simply 
because they need less 
watering and generally less 
looking after than other 
thirsty specimens such as 
fuchsias. 

But more ambitious 
gardeners with automatic 
irrigation systems and 
plenty of time can produce a 
wealth of innovative 
hanging baskets. 

Stylish ornamental grasses 
and sedges can waft over the 
side of a wicker basket to 
create an air of calm and 
look good in a 
contemporary setting. 

Try the sedge Carex 
comans Frosted Curls, 
which has slender, silvery 
green leaves and is a good 
companion to more upright 
grasses such as Festuca 
glauca Elijah Blue, which 
has narrow blue-grey leaves. 
They need regular watering 


and some liquid feed every 
couple of weeks, but you 
only need to tidy them up 
occasionally by pulling out 
leaves that have gone 
brown. 

Evergreen succulents such 
as echeverias can also 
provide an alternative 
display, forming a tight 
globe for an unusual effect, 
while luscious-leaved hostas 
can also happily fill a basket. 

The grow-your-own 
brigade should be heartened 
to know that it is possible to 
grow fruit, veg and herbs in 
hanging baskets, so you can 
eat the fruits of your labour 
as well as admire them. 

Dwarf bush tomatoes, for 
instance, will tumble 
wonderfully from pots. Plant 
them with French marigolds 
to help deter whitefly. Cut- 
and-come-again lettuces 
also do well, while 
nasturtiums not only look 
great but you can eat the 
leaves, flowers and seeds. 

Strawberries also do well 
in hanging baskets, as they 
avoid predators such as 
slugs. Plant four or five 
plants in a basket in spring, 
keep them well watered and 
fed with a product which is

THE cost of keeping a 
car on the road heads 
the list of motoring 
issues drivers would 
most like to see 
addressed by political 
parties, a recent 
AA/Populus poll has 
revealed. 

Illegal drivers who do 
not tax or insure their 
vehicles was the next- 
biggest concern in the 
survey of 14,848 AA 
members. 

The third-biggest 
worry was the number of 
people who get behind 
the wheel impaired by 
drink or drugs. 

The condition of the 
roads and traffic 
congestion were also 
issues politicians should 


sort out, the poll found. 

Nearly four times as 
many over-65s were 
concerned about illegal 
drivers than those aged 
18-24. 

Despite having some 
of the cheapest fuel 
prices, AA members in 
north-east England 
reacted even more 
strongly to the cost of 
motoring than those in 
Northern Ireland, where 
prices are often the 
worst.

THE advent of a new 
Jaguar XJ has always been 
a special event, ever since 
the first one burst onto 
the scene in 1968, writes 
Peter Crespin. 

This year’s launch is a 
global media event, but 
despite its US launch late last 
year by Jay Leno, actual road 
tests are only just appearing 
and the car itself isn’t 
available just yet. Before 
deliveries begin, Jaguar 
provides a fleet of pre- 
production cars to test days 
hosted by key dealers at prest¬ 
igious venues. I was lucky 
enough to attend one recently 
at The Royal Chace Hotel near 
Enfield. 

As the first XJ scrunched 
across the gravel I didn’t even 
realise it was a diesel. Sliding 
behind the twin-paddle 
steering wheel revealed no 
obvious noise or vibration 
and it wasn’t until some yards 
down the road that my Jaguar 
‘chaperone’ revealed it was 
the 3.0-litre twin-turbo oil- 
burner. If you have 
reservations about diesel 
refinement, forget them right 
now - for Jaguars at least. 

The 2010 XJ breaks fresh 
ground in terms of styling and 
is the third model range with 
the crisp modern look that is 
the new face of Jaguar. If 
you’re in the market for a 
luxury car you’ve doubtless 
seen photographs already but 
this car really does look even 
better in the metal. The grille 
is upright, dominating the 
front end with a muscular 
road presence which flows 
through sleek flanks and 
blacked out B and C pillars to 
the distinctive boot. Having 
walked around the car from 
all angles, it definitely works 
and, just as important, the car 
stands out in an era when so 
many cars look similar. There 
are three engines and two 
wheelbases but rear leg room 

even in a standard 
car is fine for this 
6’1” rear seat 
passenger, as is the 
head room, though 
curiously it seems a 
fraction less than 
the smaller XF. 

Inside, the car is 
unique. Traditional 
wood, chrome and 
stitched leather 
abound in a huge 
range of colours 
and finishes, mixed 


with state-of-the-art tech¬ 
nology to provide an interior 
which manages to feel fresh 
and modern, yet oozes the 
class and tactile joy of a 
Bentley or Rolls-Royce - no 
exaggeration. The XJ cries out 
to be inspected in person and 
taken for a spin to demon¬ 
strate its superb refinement 
and road manners. I expect 
the interior will win more than 
one design award. 

The Luxury, Premium 
Luxury and Portfolio trim 
levels all feature a striking full- 
length glass sunroof, excellent 
touch-screen satnav, adaptive 
suspension and drive modes, 
plus steering wheel paddles 
for manual override of the six- 
speed automatic. Even the 
base model has a 400W 12- 
speaker Bowers and Wilkins 
CD stereo with Bluetooth and 
iPod compatibility and built- 
in hard disk drive. 

With an incredible 
600Nm/4431b ft of torque, the 
272bhp diesel pulls very hard 
(0-60 mph in 6 seconds) yet 
returns about 40mpg 
combined. It has all the 
performance you could 
reasonably want. 

In real-world driving it 
simply means that all XJ 
versions deliver effortless, 
safe, overtaking power and the 
light alloy body results in good 
economy for such a large car. 
The ride is excellent and very 
communicative, although 
those preferring comfort over 
sportiness will opt for the no- 
cost 18-inch wheels. The list of 
standard features on even 
entry-level models would 
exhaust the available space, so 
don’t buy a luxury saloon this 
year without trying a Jaguar - 
you’ll be glad you did. And if 
you get wind of a Jaguar test 
day - bite their hand off!

THE classic vehicle market 
has largely remained rec¬ 
ession-proof here in Bri¬ 
tain, and research shows 
just a third of owners have 
felt the pinch and cut 
spending on their hobby. 

A survey by specialist insu¬ 
rer Footman James reveals that 
70 per cent of classic, veteran 
and vintage motor drivers said 
their on-road and show 
presence had been unaffected 
by the tempestuous economic 
climate. 

But 30 per cent of the 4,500 
owners surveyed said the 
credit crunch had impacted on 
their expenditure. In order to 
keep costs down many had 
either driven their cars less 
frequently, not expanded their 
car collection, or postponed a 
restoration over the past year. 
Sadly, almost a tenth - 9 per 
cent - had actually been forced 
to part with their pride and joy. 

Paul Matthews, Footman 
James’ managing director, 
said: “It is encouraging that the 
classics industry hasn’t taken 
the same hit the modern car 
market has over the last 18 
months. 

“But what is interesting from 
our wide-ranging survey is that 
when you look more closely at 
those affected by the credit 
crunch, the younger classic 
vehicle enthusiast has found 
maintaining their hobby more 
difficult than the over-60s. 

“This is probably down to 
the fact that over-60s drivers 
may be less susceptible to 
fluctuating disposable income 
levels.” 

Meanwhile, one industry 
expert reckons that buying a 
car that’s three years and older 
right now makes more sense

Matt Tumbridge, editor of 
Used Car Expert magazine, 
says this is because the impact 
of the scrappage initiative, and 
the problems it was trying to 
solve in the motor industry, 
may not have yet played out.
